Historical house 

From the corpse of Henry VIII to famous criminal conspirators, Syon 
Flouse has hosted a colourful array of characters, says Elliot Tucker 



S yon Park is perhaps best known 
for its Butterfly House, well- 
tended gardens and as a setting 
for some seriously grand weddings. 
However its history is far more 
illustrious than that, going back almost 
600 years, and includes a wealthy 
medieval monastery, the Gunpowder 
Plot and even a mutilated king. 

In 1415 work completed on the 
Bridgettine Order Syon Monastery, 
named after the biblical city of Zion, 
almost certainly somewhere across the 
river in Twickenham Parish. In 1431 the 
monastery expanded and moved to 
what is now known as Syon Park. At 
the time it was the wealthiest 
monastery in the country and became 
well known as a centre of learning and 
spiritual enlightenment. 

In 1534 Henry VIII had begun his 
Dissolution of the Monasteries in which 
he disbanded places of devotion and 
seized their income to boost royal 
coffers and consolidate his new 
position as head of the English Church. 


Syon Monastery, with its great fortune, 
was a prime target. By 1541 a large 
part of the monastery had been 
dissolved and an early incarnation of 
Syon House was built in its place. 

That year Henry's fifth wife, 
Catherine Howard, was brought to 
Syon House as part of her 
imprisonment on charges of adultery, 
before her eventual execution. 

In January 1547 Henry died and his 
body was brought to Syon House as a 
resting place on route to Windsor. That 
night it is alleged that dogs were found 
eating his body after his coffin had 
been left open. This, it is said, fulfilled 
the prophecy of a Franciscan monk 
who had preached to the king that 
'God's judgement will fall upon your 
head and dogs will lick your blood.' 
Many believe it was divine retribution 
for his acts against the monastery. 

Between 1564 and 1632 Syon House 
had one of its more colourful 
inhabitants, Henry Percy, 9th Earl of 
Northumberland. A true Renaissance 


man, he was involved in the arts, 
sciences and alchemy. He is better 
remembered however for the 4th 
November 1605 when he entertained 
his cousin Thomas Percy at the house. 
The next day Thomas joined up with 
his friend Guido Fawkes and attempted 
to blow up the Houses of Parliament. 
The Earl was implicated in the 
Gunpowder Plot, through his dinner 
with Thomas at Syon House, and was 
imprisoned in the Tower of London for 
15 years at the behest of James I. 

Over the ensuing centuries Syon 
House remained in the Percy family 
and then the Northumberlands. In 1761 
it was renovated by renowned designer 
Robert Adam and today it's interior 
still stands as a preserved model of the 
eclectic 'Adam style' whilst the building 
itself is a definitive example of neo¬ 
classical architecture. It is still the 
London home of the Duke of 
Northumberland as well as a tourist 
attraction, a five star hotel and 
wedding venue.

She may have adopted the persona of an Essex girl in her latest play, but leading 
lady Keeley Hawes says her heart truly lies in Twickenham. Will Gore reports 


T n the last few years Keeley Hawes 
has become one of the most 
recognisable faces from TV 
having starred in Ashes to Ashes , 
Spooks and Upstairs Downstairs , 
but in her current dramatic guise even 
her most ardent fans might have to do 
a double-take before recognising her. 

Donning false eyelashes and fake tan, 
Twickenham resident Hawes, 37, plays 
Chrissie, one quarter of the brash, foul- 
mouthed and unashamedly criminal 
Packer family in Barking in Essex , a new 
comedy currently running at the 
WyndhanTs Theatre in the West End. 

'Chrissie is a wonderful part to be 
playing. I'm in heaven/ she says, 
speaking to me over the phone from the 
steps of the theatre just prior to an 
evening performance. The play is 
endlessly fun and funny, and Chrissie is 
absolutely rotten. The audiences are 


loving it - people whoop and there are 
big intakes of breath.

off every Wednesday night and start 
again on the Thursday.

for criticism. 

Keeley, who stars alongside Sheila 
Hancock and Lee Evans, admits that the 
amount of swearing may put some 
people off, but tells me that as far as she 
is concerned the abrasive nature of the 
language was one of the things that 
intrigued her about the play. If I had 
read the first three lines and been 
horrified then I wouldn't have gone any 
further, but what I did do was read 
them, then ring my agent and say 
I really wanted to do it. I just had to find 
out what was going on under the surface 
and what was going to happen next/ 
she says. 

'After the press night it seems to have 
fallen into two camps with people who 
were horrified by it and people who 
loved it - it's a Marmite kind of show.' 

This is only the second theatre 
production Keeley has appeared in, and 
Barking in Essex marks her West End 
debut. By coincidence, her husband, 
fellow actor and Spooks alumnus 
Matthew Macfadyen, is also currently 
starring in a West End show - a new 
adaptation of Jeeves and Wooster 
alongside Stephen Mangan. 

'You couldn't make it happen even if

you wanted to,' she says. 'It's a lovely 
coincidence and the theatres are so 
close to each other that we'll be able to 
come into work and go home to 
Twickenham together every day.' 

Twickenham has been home to 
Keeley, Matthew, their two kids, and 
her son from her first marriage for the 
last eight years - she tells me they 
absolutely love their life in the area. 
'We've moved every time we've had a 
baby because we've run out of room, 
but always stayed here because it has 
everything,' she says. 'We're only half 
an hour into town, but when you get 
back home to have Richmond and 
Bushy Parks on your doorstep means 
you get that sense of being away from 
it all. 

Despite the fact that Keeley seems to 
work non-stop, she insists she spends 
most of her time in Twickenham. 

'I recently filmed the second series of 
Line of the Duty and that's really the 
first time I've ever been away for work. 
It's Matthew that gets to do exciting 
stuff like go to New Zealand and other 
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lovely places while I get to stay here. It's 
fine by me though because I like being at 
home and it's important that one of us is 
always here with the kids.' 

Keeley will be doing the commute 
back and forth until early January when 
Barking in Essex ends its run, while the 
coming months will also see her back on 
our TV screens in Ambassadors, the new 
comedy from Peep Show's David 
Mitchell and Robert Webb, Sky 
Atlantic's The Tunnel (a remake of 
Scandinavian drama The Bridge ) and 
that second series of Line of Duty. 

Keeley breaks off from our chat 
momentarily to greet her co-star Lee 
Evans as he arrives at the theatre. 
Curtain up is fast approaching but she 
just has time to say that she is loving her 
busy and eclectic acting life. 'You have 
no idea what you'll be doing on a day to 
day basis and that is the joy of the job. 
It's completely unpredictable and I'm 
loving it.'

Getting divorced: what to 
do before you do anything 
else, by Marilyn Stowe 


M arilyn Stowe is the senior 
partner at Stowe Family 
Law, the UK's largest 
specialist family law firm. She has 
been described by The Times as 'one 
of the most formidable and sought- 
after divorce lawyers in the UK'.

The following extract is 
taken from her latest book. Divorce 
& Splitting Up: Advice From a Top 
Divorce Lawyer: 

So you are getting divorced. What 
happens now? In fact, this is likely to 
be one of the most critical periods of 
the process. The choices you make 
now are likely to have far-reaching 
effects. Here is my advice... 


1 Choose a good solicitor, if you can 
afford one. Your lawyer will 
represent you, steer your case to its 
conclusion - and can make or break 
your case. 

2 Consider the various methods of 
divorce and the associated costs. 
Your choice must be agreed with your 
spouse. Newer options on offer include 
'DIY divorce', mediation, collaborative 
divorce and arbitration. 

3 Consider your financial needs and 
your children's financial needs. How 
will you manage 
financially until a full 
financial settlement has 
been implemented? 

Immediate needs are 
called 'interim' by 
lawyers. 

What assets do you 
need to protect? Is there 
a credit card that needs 
to be stopped? A bank 
account to be frozen? 

You need to think fast, 
but don't panic. It's rare 
for anything to go 
wrong that cannot be 


put right. Even if your spouse walks 
out leaving you with nothing, you may 
obtain a small overdraft, borrow or 
make an immediate application to the 
court for interim maintenance. 

When I sit down with a new client, I 
consider how best to protect them. For 
example, what about assets held in one 
name only? How is the asset to be 
protected? In more complicated 
situations we may apply for an 
injunction. Such extreme situations 
arise when more sensible avenues have 
been exhausted. But 
if immediate action 
is required to 
stabilise your 
position, take it. 

4 Keep what you 
have. What if 
there is a significant 
sum lying in a joint 
bank account? The 
least controversial 
option is simply to 
freeze the account. It 
may not be a good

idea to divide it, because not all assets 
will be divided equally and you may be 
agreeing to divide an asset that will 
later come to you in its entirety. 

I will ask my client to write to the 
bank, asking the bank manager to 
refuse to pay any money out in the 
absence of joint signatures. If other 
assets are held in joint names, such as 
stocks and shares, I will ask my client 
to write to the broker in similar terms. 
It is essential to take steps to preserve 
the status quo, but also to take steps 
that enable you to manage your 
finances during this interim period, 
until a full financial settlement has been 
negotiated. I suggest that school fees 
are paid out of income rather than 
capital: more likely than not, the capital 
will be required to pay for two houses.

To mark this month’s Richmond Literature Festival, Will Gore 
takes a look at some of our favourite independent bookshops 


T f you asked people to describe 

their ideal independent bookshop, 
more than likely they would 
dream up somewhere like The 
Open Book. Tucked away in King 
Street, just off the high street in 
Richmond, it's crammed full of new 
releases, signed copies and hard to track 
down gems. For lovers of the written 
word, it's a little wonder. 

Last year one of the borough's 
renowned writers, Claire Tomalin, 
praised The Open Book to celebrate 
International Booksellers' Week. A 
regular visitor to the shop with her 
husband (and fellow author) Michael 
Frayn, she said: 'We've lived here for 
nine years and the shop is one of the 
great amenities; wonderful, with 
amazing stock. It makes for a good life 
to have a place like this; English towns 
will become desolate without 
bookshops.' 

While towns and cities across the 
country are becoming 'desolate' and 
losing their bookshops, here in 
Richmond we're lucky to not only have 


The Open Book but a number of other 
fine bookshops, including Kew Bookshop 
and Richmond's W&A Houben. And 
with the Richmond Literature Festival 
returning this month, it's clear that this 
is a corner of the country where a 
passion for books is showing no signs of 
waning. 

Isla Dawes who, along with her

and that says a lot 
about the people that 
live here 

partner, runs Kew Bookshop and its 
sister stores. Sheen and Barnes 
Bookshops, agrees that the borough's 
support for bookshops is something of 
an anomaly in the current economic 
climate. 'I've long thought this borough 
is amazing for bookshops,' she says. 
'Recently three shops have closed in 


Wandsworth near where I live, leaving 
that area with very few independents. 
Richmond is very well served though 
and that says a lot about the people that 
live here.' 

Despite this positivity, Isla admits that 
there are still problems to be faced. 
Earlier this year Richmond's beloved 
children's bookshop. The Lion and the 
Unicorn, was forced to close due to rent 
increases. The challenge is on, she says, 
for the Government to deal with the 
amount small businesses are being 
forced to pay in rent and business rates 
for shop space. She also admits, though, 
that the onus is on booksellers to find 
new ways to diversify their businesses 
by selling non-book products and to 
adapt to challenges presented by online 
competition. 

Isla's shops might be something of a 
mini-chain but she has worked hard to 
ensure each has its own independent 
identity and diversity. The Kew 
Bookshop, for example, has taken over 
from the Lion and the Unicorn as the 
best place in the borough to buy 
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children's books and it has also taken on 
the Lion and the Unicorn's business of 
selling books to local schools. 

The Richmond Literature Festival has 
also helped give a boost to our 
bookshops. The Open Book sells at the 
majority of the festival's events, while 
Isla's shops take care of the events that 
occur in Barnes and Sheen. Along with 
the link to the annual festival, Isla 
believes it's vital for bookshops to forge 
a link with their local authors, both to 
help business and ensure the shops 
become an established part of the 
community. 

‘There's nothing more pleasing than 
having a nice writer as one of your 
customers, and we put on a lot of local 
author launch parties. We are a free 
venue, so they can have a drinks party 
and sell their book,' she says. 

‘We had an event recently at the 
Barnes shop with Rhidian Brook, who 
had a big novel published by Penguin 
earlier this year. Nearby restaurant, 
Georgina's, offered anyone who turned 
up with a copy of the book a free glass 
of wine with dinner. We were full and 
they were full so it was a win-win 
situation. It's all about bringing the 
community into the community, so to 
speak.' 

Hopefully in the years to come Kew 
Bookshop, The Open Book and the rest 
will continue to thrive and the closure of 
the Lion and the Unicorn will be a blip 
rather than the start of a trend. Isla says 
a good independent bookshop offers 
customers an 'enjoyable, charming and 
cultural experience' - exactly the kind of 
experience, in fact, that a browse on 
Amazon will never be able to replace.

Relations between the UK and US may have been frosty recently, 
but there’s no problem when it comes to London’s food scene 


T hey were the two pillars of 
my early London eating, 
star-spangled. Dixie¬ 
whistling treats whose very 
mention filled me with 
greedy delight. OK, so The Texas Lone 
Star and Chicago Rib Shack were hardly 
the twin pinnacles of gastronomic art. But 
with their battered road signs, country 
rock soundtracks and portions the size of 
my head, they seemed the most thrilling 
places in the world. 

This dynamic duo, alas, are long gone. 
And for a while, it seemed that London 
was condemned to a dank dungeon of 
ersatz American chow; limp burgers, 
flaccid hotdogs, bone-dry ribs and 
cocktails so sweet they'd make the teeth 
ache. Of course, some of the less 
enlightened snobs would claim that 
America has nothing to offer save junk. 
More fool them, because this great and 
glorious land has one of the most diverse, 
and exciting cuisines in the world. From 
the barbeque, fried chicken, and crawfish 
boils of the South, through the Mexican- 
tinged tucker of Texas and the South 
West, to the endless clam bakes, chowders 
and lobster rolls of the East Coast, 
America has it all. And now Londoners 
can get a taste of the real thing. 

Take the burger. Once it was Wimpy. 
Or, if you were very lucky indeed. The 
Hard Rock Cafe. Now you can hardly 
move for genuine burger joy. Meat Liquor 
(meatliquor.com), behind Oxford Street, 
not only serves up a fine burger, but first 
class hot dogs, all snap and succulence, 
and some pretty wonderful chicken wings 
too. Patty and Bun, Lucky Chip, Dirty 
Burger, Bukowski and Byron all have their 
own take on the marriage of prime beef 
and bread. 

Then there's steak. Once, we had to 
suffer the sweaty indignity of the 
Aberdeen Angus chain of barely edible 
despair. Now, we have the mighty 
Hawksmoor (thehawksmoor.com), 
purveyors of some very serious steak, as 
well as magical hotdogs and mighty 
burgers too. Pioneers and revolutionaries 
in every way, London's great heroes of 
magnificently charred flesh. Goodman 
(goodmanrestaurants.com) knows its top

class sirloins and rib eyes, with branches 
in Mayfair, the City and Canary Wharf. 
Red Hook, in Smithfield, is well worth a 
visit too. 

If you're looking for decent America 
barbeque, meat cooked slow and low, 
then Pitt Cue (pittcue.co.uk) is 
untouchable. Proper, smoke-blessed ribs, 
great snowy piles of silken pulled pork 
and burnt ends are just the beginning. Get 
there early and prepare to queue, but it's 
well worth the wait. Expect queues (as 
they don't take bookings) at Spuntino 
(spuntino.co.uk) and Mishkins (mishkins. 
co.uk), two beauties from super 
restaurateurs Russell Norman and Richard 
Beatty. The first offers a meld of New York 
speakeasy and the sort of gold plated, 
Italian American scented comfort food 
that never fails to delight. And Mishkins, 

'a kind of Jewish deli,' has mighty 
Reubens sandwiches, a very respectable 
matzo ball soup and spanking splendid 
hotdogs. In fact, it's rather better than the 
majority of classic New York delis upon 
which it's based. 

Smokehouse, located in the Canonbury 
side of Islington (smokehouseislington.co. 
uk), is not strictly American. But for 
flawless pulled pork, among many other 
beautiful dishes, it can't be beaten. I still 
have a soft spot for the Buffalo wings at 
The Big Easy (bigeasy.co.uk) in Chelsea. 
And barely a day goes by when I don't 
mourn the passing of Maxwells (although 
there is one branch left in Covent Garden) 
and their wonderful chilli con carne. 

As for diners, you can't beat Lucky 7 in 
Notting Hill, while newcomers Soho Diner 
(sohodiner.com) and Electric Diner 
(electricdiner.com) are equally excellent. 

All make a mean cheeseburger, and the 
rest of the menu is spot on too. So next 
time you crave a taste of real America, 
authentic satisfaction is never more than a 
stroll away. Our diplomatic ties with 
America might be a little shaky, but when 
it comes to eating, that Special 
Relationship is stronger than ever.

T wo months ago. The White Horse 
in Richmond had a refurb. This 
can be tricky territory for a pub 
that's been open for as long as this one, 
but they've done a great job. It's owned 
by Fuller's, but you wouldn't know it, 
and that was exactly the local brewery's 
intention - it's one of a collection of their 
sites that's been overhauled specifically 
to maintain its own identity. 

It's smart, but not uncomfortably so, 
with wild flowers in pretty glass vases, 
menus concealed inside copies of 
The Beano (and, for less faint-hearted 
guests. The Viz), as well as a gorgeous 
rear garden that opens onto 
a neighbouring playground during the 
day - perfect for after-school teas or 
Sunday afternoon entertainment. What 
else could you need? A cracking menu of 
first-rate dishes and snacks perhaps? 
Well the good news is, they've got that 
covered too. 

The main hint of this place being 
Fuller's-owned (apart from the beers of 
course), is the use of some of their brews 
in the food - my London Porter smoked 
salmon used the ale to cure the fish, and 
the result was sweet and moreish, 
perfect with its accompanying capers 
and horseradish cream. Our other 
starters of crispy pig's cheeks and 
chicken, bacon and leek terrine were just 


as eagerly received, and devoured. 

The chargrilled rib eye steak that 
followed was great, and served with a 
field's worth of new potatoes and a silky 
peppercorn sauce, whilst my lamb leg 
steak was perfect with minted yoghurt 
and peral barely salad. Manager Sam 
persuaded us to try the chocolate 
fondant with amazing raspberry ripple 
ice cream for dessert, and we're glad he 
did - it confirmed that we'll be back as 
soon as we can.

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A s a child, my 

favourite books were 
The Secret Garden 
and The Lion , The 
Witch and the 

Wardrobe. Both led my child's 
imagination up the proverbial 
garden path into a secret and 
magical paradise just waiting to be 
discovered. 

Driving up the higgledy path 
and entering Petersham Nurseries 
is not dissimilar. Although only a 
stone's throw from the hustle and 
bustle of crowded suburbia, the 
Nurseries are a secluded enclave 
with surprising twists and turns, 
herb gardens, flower gardens and 
beds brimming with innumerable 
varieties of shrubs, vegetables, fruits and 
much more. 

Over the last decade the garden 
centre has evolved to include not only 
the bountiful beds but its much-loved 
cafe and tea rooms. Most locals will 
remember the original head chef, Skye 
Gyngell, who helped create the founding 
culinary ethos of the Nurseries, 
alongside the current head gardener and 
culinary director Lucy Boyd. 

Having started as an apprentice 
gardener at the Nurseries back in 2004, 
Lucy's seen it evolve from a tiny nursery 
to its current glory which includes 
separate kitchen garden and flower 
gardens amongst other features. 

But since the departure of Skye's 
successor Greg Malouf last year, she has 
also been the creative culinary director 
working alongside Cat Ashton, the 
nurseries' current head chef. Lucy, who 
sees herself as a gardener-cook, says, 
'When I first met Cat I knew we were 
like-minded souls. She talks about 



ingredients the same way as I do, and 
we're both slightly obsessed about food.' 

Both are deeply passionate about 
getting the best produce and treating it 
with respect. Interviewing them is like 
weaving inbetween menu planning 
sessions and it's impossible to not be 
enthused by their passion and impressed 
by their knowledge. 

A former professional chef, Lucy also 
comes from aristocratic culinary stock. 
Her mother was the legendary Rose 
Gray, co-founder of The River Cafe, so 
she grew up in a food-centric 
environment. 'I was very lucky,' she 
says, 'we spent lots of time in Italy 
where the local shop sold huge chunks 
of parmesan and vast tins of anchovies 
and delicious pancetta. It feels very 

natural to do what we're 
doing here, just using 
really good quality 
ingredients and knowing 
what to do with them.' 

Cat on the other hand, 
has had years of 
experience in Australian 
kitchens learning 
everything from cafe style 
to fine dining. She 
originally came over with 
Greg and has found little 
short of her spiritual 
home at the nurseries. 

'We were dealing with 
produce we'd never seen 
in our lives,' she enthuses, 
'I saw how the old team 
worked and treated the

food with such respect. You don't have 
to use foams or smears, it's just about 
enhancing these amazing ingredients. 

It's such a privilege to work with these 
kinds of ingredients and it makes it so 
much easier when you're working with 
white peaches from Italy or French figs 
- they are just the best in the world.' 

Together, the pair are taking the 
Nurseries' food back to its culinary 
roots, the simplicity with which it started 
out, letting the freshest, best ingredients 
sing for themselves. The menus have 
always been about respecting the 
ingredients,' says Cat, 'We look at the 
plate the other way around. If we have 
five different varieties of courgettes we 
try to work out what to put with them 
that will make the courgette have the 
starring role.' 

To this end, Harry Boglioni, the son 
of Petersham Nurseries' 
original owners 
Francesco and Gael, is 
part of the next 
generation of Boglionis to 
evolve the Petersham 
story. Down on his farm 
in Devon, he is set to 
provide even more scope 
for growing delicious 
produce for use in the 
Cafe. Along with quails. 

Cat and Lucy are getting 
him to grow interesting 
varieties of potato, 
borlotti beans and broad 
beans. 'The garden here 
is great,' says Lucy, 'but 
this is really exciting 
because Cat and I can put 
together a wish-list of our favourite 
things that we don't have the space to 
grow here, and Harry will grow it for us.' 

Other second generation Boglionis are 
turning their hands to the family business 
too. Managing director Lara has 
launched the Petersham cellar club, with 
special events and wine evenings, while Anna 
(with co-founder Louis Waymouth) has 
set up the Petersham Playhouse next door. 

So for now, as I sit feeling like 
Titania, in the shabby chic greenhouse- 
cum-cafe beautifully decorated with the 
most natural of flower displays and 
decorations, the Petersham ethos is, 

'A return to doing the kind of food that 
really reflects Petersham,' says Lucy, 
adding: 'Cat, to my mind, is cooking the 
type of food that is Petersham. It's a 
reflection of ourselves, the Italian 
Boglionis, Cat's Australian heritage and 
my Englishness. We keep it simple but 
it's a luxurious simplicity that comes 
from the way we look at food and 
respect the ingredients - that's the 
identity of Petersham.'

Catherine McCabe travels to 
Chile for a stargazing experience 
in the Atacama desert 


The star-scattered sky above 
Elqui Valley at night 



T n his documentary Nostalgia for 
the Light , Chilean filmmaker 
Patricio Guzman describes the 
Atacama desert as 'a brown spot 
on our planet's surface/ It is the 
driest place on earth, a place that has 
absolutely no humidity. And yet, the 
Atacama's high altitude and arid 
landscape offer the ideal conditions for 
astronomical study. Here, the clear 
desert skies offer the astronomers' 
telescopes a clearer window into the 
universe than anywhere else in the 
world, charting the vast lunar landscape. 

In the 1970s, huge investment was 
placed into the study of astronomy in the 
Atacama, including the construction of 
the Las Campanas Observatory but the 
oppressive force of General Pinochet 
came into play, and so what was to be 




the golden age of Chilean astronomy 
shares its story with the saddest period 
in the country's history, when the 
Atacama became the site of Pinochet's 
concentration camps for political 
prisoners. Today however, the Atacama 
continues to develop its name as the 
world's key astronomical hub, creating 
a newfound type of tourist for Northern 
Chile: the stargazers. 

Our desert trail begins in the not-so- 
arid landscape of the Santiago capital, but 
a few glasses of Carmenere and a hazy 
sleep later and we're on a matchbox plane 
for a short domestic flight from Santiago 
to Iquique, the capital of Chile's 
northernmost region. 

Lined by boardwalks and a serious 
playa brava (fierce sea) Iquique is a 
favourite of barefoot surfers and those on 
the hunt for cheap goods in the duty free 
zone. But we're here to offer ourselves to 
the Atacama - and so we do, with a little 
help from our guide Mauricio. First stop 
is Humberstone, an abandoned saltpetre 
mining town left silent in the sandscape. 

It is a ghost town in every sense, a 
cobwebbed whisper of its time as the 
epicentre of the 'white gold' mining 
industry. I feel like Dirty Harry kicking the 
dry dirt beneath my boots, visiting old 
saloons and climbing red-rusted wheels 
of an old horse-cart. I stumble upon an 
empty swimming pool that opens up to a 



sprawling view of the Andes, and the 
wind rattling through its shell sends a 
shiver up my spine. In an old living room, 
a rusted water jug sits beneath a painting 
of a mother and daughter long passed. 

This theme is one that resonates 
throughout the day - the need to preserve 
Chilean history at all costs, however eerie 
it may be. With Mauricio, we find 
ourselves driving to an altitude of 4,000 
feet at the Altiplano Rupestre, where pink 
flamingos can be found perching their feet 
in the small lakes and wetlands. I try my 
best to chase an alpaca, but it leaves me 
trailing behind, sinking into the marshy 
ground underfoot. After a few cups of 
coca leaf tea to stave of the altitude 
sickness, we find our way to the Pampa 
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del Tamarugal to view the first 
settlements of the Andes and discover 
an indigenous gallery. Here, ancient 
petroglyphs, geoglyphs and rock 
paintings decorate the hills with human 
figures, fish, turtles, and artful lines. 

As the evening closes in, the horizon 
between yellow desert and sky becomes 
almost indiscernible, like a faint pencil 
line of a child's drawing. By 4pm, the 
half moon creeps in to the clear blue and 
we make plans for the final leg of our 
trip, Elqui Valley, the astronomical mecca 
of South America. 

The journey is not an easy one, taking 
a route back to Santiago and onto La 
Serena, the country's second oldest city, 
with fiercely preserved colonial 
architecture. Just a 30 minute drive away 
we find our digs, the Elqui Domos hotel, 
a venue primed for stellar-tourism. The 
rooms are like futuristic beehives, large 


white domes dotted across the valley. 

But these are no ordinary tents. Split on 
two levels, these geodesic domes are 
built for guests to chart the constellations 
from their bed. Each has a detachable 
ceiling with its own telescope. They've 
recently opened an official astronomical 
observatory on site with two electronic 
Schmidt-Cassegrain type telescopes, 
where guests can have a guide show 
them the rings of saturn and jewel star 
clusters at night. 

But there's only one true way to 
stargaze in Elqui Valley, and that's Huaso 
style, like a true Chilean cowboy on 
horseback. Riding through the valley in 
pitch darkness is not for the faint 
hearted, but as someone who hasn't 
been in the saddle for 15 years, I feel in 
safe hands with the Valley guides. 
Though it's always better to choose a 
smaller horse if you're on the jittery side. 

After a 30 minute ride, we 
start a fire, set our necks 
to 180°, and marvel at the 
luminous arm of the Milky 
Way stretching across the 
sky. Armed with a strong 
green laser pen, our guide 
teaches us to look beyond 
the set constellations. For 
the Incas, it was the black 
recesses of the universe 
that inspired. Rather than 
joining the dots, they saw 
living animals in the dark 
blotches of the Milky 
Way, the most important

being the Llama, which has two of the 
brightest stars. Alpha and Beta Centauri 
serving as its 'eyes'. Though after a few 
glasses of the local poison, the addictive 
Pisco Sour, distilled in the region. I'm 
seeing all sorts of creatures jumping 
across the Southern Hemisphere. 

As if being the door to the universe 
wasn't enough, Elqui Valley is also the 
birthplace of Gabriela Mistral, the first 
woman to win a nobel prize for her 
poetry. Mistral once said, 'beauty shall 
not be an opiate that puts you to sleep 
but a strong wine that fires you to 
action.' After an evening uncovering the 
secrets of the Elqui Valley sky, don't be 
surprised when you find yourself 
investing in a telescope to find the llama 
from your bedroom window.

Staying in a traditional Moroccan Riad brings this 12th century city alive 
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M arrakech is a 12th century 

walled metropolis that has no 
shortage of things to do and 
see. The traditional souks are world 
famous, with many goods crafted in 
front of you while the main square, 

Jemaa el-Fnaa is the busiest in Africa 
and a UNESCO world heritage site. 

Marrakech boasts over 400 hotels but 
for my money, far better than a mere 
hotel, is a Riad - a traditional Moroccan 
mansion, generally built around an open 
garden or courtyard with a pool to cool 
the building. 

Arriving from the airport, your taxi 
passes along streets that narrow rapidly. 
In shady doorways wood is sawn and 
planed, metal welded and hammered and 
any type of produce sold. When the road 
becomes impassable, you are handed 
over to a porter with a trolley, who hauls 
your bags the remaining way. 

Located in one of the oldest parts of 
the city, the Riad al Farnatchi has nine 
suites, combining modern luxury with 


traditional Moroccan interiors. 
Approached down a covered alley there 
is nothing to give away the secrets of the 
Riad, bar the wooden sentry box next to 
the door, from which a member of staff 
will appear to usher you inside. 

And once inside, you experience your 
first great Moroccan contrast as the heat, 
noise and bustle of the city is quickly 
replaced by the calm of the Riad. 

Built from three neighbouring houses 
by the owner's father, initially for use as 
a holiday home, Riad al Farnatchi has 
been in business for nearly ten years. It 
offers a traditional white marble 
Hammam, where in addition to the 
steam bath, massage and beauty 
treatments are also available. At ground 
level there is a 
dining room and 
another dining 
area, plus plenty of 
sitting areas. 

But as far as we 
were concerned, 
the Riad's piece de 
resistance is the 
roof terrace, where 
there are more 
areas for dining, 
relaxing with a 
drink or lying on 
sun loungers. Added to 
that there is a spectacular 
view of the city, with the 
snow covered peaks of 
the Atlas mountains 
framing the vista. 

The feel of the place is 
a well appointed private 
house. There is nothing 



'hotel-ey' - no reception desk, no bar, 
signs, screens nor tills. If you want 
something, just ask and it will be brought 
to you with minimal fuss and maximum 
attentiveness. Highly civilised and very 
agreeable, as everything that is done, 
feels as if it is being done only for you. 

Suites are very comfortable and 
nearly all the furniture and fittings were 
made locally. In the winter there are 
large fireplaces in all rooms, which must 
add the required snugness when 
sunbathing is out of season. 

Food at the Riad al Farnatchi is first 
class. Breakfast comprises pancakes, 
fruit, local honey, yoghurt and excellent 
coffee. Dinner at the Riad is available if 
you book and local dishes are excellently 
cooked. The local wine is extremely good 
- a revelation in fact. 

There are no shortage of local 
restaurants and owner James Wix will 
happily make recommendations to suit 
you. In the daytime you will not run out 
of things to see and do. 

If you haven't been to Marrakech 
before, you must go. If you are worried it 
may not be for you, try a short break. 
And if you have been before, then go 
again and make a point of staying at the 
Riad al Farnatchi.
